On Sept, 2, the four men trom 
Maine plug Indian guide Joe Clarke, 
dressed in: their woods clothes, were 
ready for the last leg of the trip. 
Due to: low overcast in the Lynn Lake 
area it was impossible to take off. 
There was a weather station 300 
miles to the north that was forecast. 
ing clear weather in thelr area anid 
points farther north. ‘The fishermen 
spent all day browsing the stores 
and visiting at the airport, That day 
they ate at “Wong's” and had a 
very good dinner for $1.45, By this 
time they had two more passengers 
to dccompany them, two mien that 
were going as far as the weather 
station at Ennadaf. At 7 p.m. the

After the 
plane left, to return on Sept. 10, the 
men unloaded -and ~ had a quick 
lunch. ‘The Larivieres went across 
the lake looking for caribou. The 
Swain’s walked about a mile and 
found fish just below: the fast water 
in deep holes, Ross landed a lake 
trout a little over 14 pounds, They 
had no nets but: there were Sandy 
beaches to haul fish ashore, 

The first night. in the tent the tem- 
perature dropped below* freezing, 
The only heat ii the tent was a Cole- 
man heater, After a good breakfast, 
Indian Joe and the Larivieres left 
for fishing in a twelve foot alumi. 
num folding boat with a motor, The 
Swains used a two man life raft 
with an. outboard motor, During that 
day a herd of about 30 caribou was 
sighted. Theré is no open season in 
that area for this animal, The In- 
dians are allowed to shoot for food, 
The wind blew hard every day the 
men were there but they never had 
a tainy day for the two weeks they 
were gore; 

Besides catching Lake Trout. the 
men caught Aretie Grayling. This 
fish has a very high back fin and 
has many scales, One day while ov- 
er two miles from camp. the Swain’s 
edught two fish that they took back 
to camp~a total of 46 pounds, The 
men knew that they could not pos- 
sibly take ‘back too many fish so 
a great deal of time was spent in 
“just fishin’. When they landed 
what they thought was a food size 
fish, they kept it, burying it ih. the 
moss near the canip, ? 

Temperatures were in. the middle 
40's in the evenings but dropped. 
lower during the night, At one time 
Ross claimed he had on seven lay- 
ers of clothes, Every evening there 
were beautiful sunsets. but in the 
morning {t would be overcast, until 
eatly afternoon, and as always the 
wind blew, 

Bob Swain caught the largest lake 
trout that weighed 25 pounds, Many 
15 pound fish and smaller were just 
thrown back, Lariviere St. caught a 
? pound Grayling that was in the 
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went with Indian Joe looking for 


_ caribou. He lived at Reindeer Lake, 


400 miles away ‘and wanted: to ‘take 
some. meat back: for his family. By 
this time provisions were getting 
low. When the men purchased food 
they had not been told that they. had 
to provide for the Indian, He was. a 
very hearty ‘cater, The last day Joe 
and Al were @ long. ways from camp 
fishing. and looking. for caribou, 


They had. a frightful trip back,. 


to. camp, arriving’ quite late, Swain 
had hot soup for Joe and plenty of 


tea reddy for Al. They had a very. 


hard trip back against the wind, 
Sept. 10: was. the day that the 
plane .was supposed to arrive at 


Grant Lake for the return trip, Food: 


was very scarce, The bread was all 
gone, with weather cold and. windy, 
so the men feared the plane would 
not arrive, because. of the weather, 
That day there were short snow: 
squalls, Men came back into camp 
mid. morning: with. hands nearly fro- 
zen, That day all the men came in- 
to camp at noon but did not eat 
much, still fearing the plane would 
not arrive. It isn’t the best feeling 
to have very little food, low on fuel 
for the stoves, cold and windy wea- 


ther and the possibility of being 


weathered. in for several more days. 

Some went searching for caribou 
that afternoon and saw: many ani: 
mals at close range. All hopes had 
faded that the plane wag coming In 
that day but what a joy to hear the 


motors at ahout 4 p.m, It did not 


take long for the five with the aid 


of the pilot, to break camp and load 


the plang. With the afd of a sttonif 
wind from the riorthlands the plarie 
took off al 6, Whit a good feeling 
to be up and headed toward civili- 
zation! 

The pilot stopped at the weather 
station for fuel and another passen- 
ger. By that time it was quite late to 
he headed for Lynn Lake, a distance 
of 300. miles, 
an hour the pilot changed his course 
ind headed for a Surveyors’ camp. 
It was nearly dark when they landed 
there, only to find the camps empty, 
There was however, a gas stove for 
cooking, and plenty of canned goods 
0 the seven men stayed there in 
two camps that night.

the surveyors, Tt was. the most com- 
Sortable night the men had ‘had since 
arriving in.the Northwest Territory, 
Next morning. after a flood. break. 
fast of pancakes; juice and, peaches, 
the pilot took off, It was not the 
best flying. weather,. but he was a 
capable pilot and’ knew the country 
well, Before the plane left Lariviere 
was able to take quite a few pictures, 

The. plane stopped at Reindeey 
Lake for gas and to Say goodbye to 
Indian Joe, This was his homé, 
When the plane docked it was quite 
a Sight to see the little Indian child- 
ten run. to the edge of the lake to 
help pull the plane to shore. Any- 
thing that Joe handed to the children 
they took and disappeared vety 
quickly. 'The pilot paid Joe $20. for 
his. week's work, 

The Twin Beech D18 took off once 
more for the last part of the journey.) 
They arrived at Lynn Lake on Sep- 
tember 11, Lynn Lake has copper 
and nickel. mining operations at ap- 
proximately six thousand feet under- 
ground. They also have a large com- 
mercial fishing business of. white 
fish and. walleye, ‘The fish are 
brought in from Reindeer Lake. The 
white fish have been scooped up in- 
to tubs and brought to the Lynn 
Lake Packers Company for shipping, 
It wag at this fishing company that 
the men. took their fish to be packed 
in Grates: and iced down, Usually 
fish to be transported. via airlines 
were fillets and frozen, making the’

The Larlvieres. had three boxes of

He was a short smiling man-— 
as .on¢ man said “His smile was 
Wide and narrow,’ He understood a 
little English, Guides are sent in by 
the bush. airlines to be with the 
fishertnen and to protect the airlines 
by law. They were not guides as 
they are known in this area, 

The trip could have been by air 
all the way from Montreal, but ag 
Ross said, “That would have spoil- 


ed the trip,” They could. have taken: 


a 30 hor railroad trip from Winni- 
peg to Lynn Lake, which. the plane 
did in three hours. The train goes 
very slowly as there is no base for 
the tracks. Gasoline was. 50-60¢ per 
gallon and airplane gas was $2.50 
per gallon.
